spoken advocate of alcohol, tobacco and 
gun control..Rev, Brown has held leader 
ship positions in such organizations as 
the Committee to Prevent Cancer Among 
Blacks and the Uptown Coalition for 
Tobacco Control and Public Health. Rev 
Brown has been instrumental in organiz- 
ing Black clergy to fight alcohol and 
tobacco advertising and has testified 
before Philadelphia City Council and the

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Othello and Scottsboro: 
images of Simpson trial

It has been one nagging subtext of the 
nation's seven-month obsession with the 
O.J. Simpson trial: why have Blacks and 
whites viewed the Simpson case so dif- 
ferently? 

Polls have shown that overwhelming 
majorities of whites believe that Simpson 
iS guilty. At the 
same time, 
Sch (fin g 
majorities® of 
Blacks believe 
that he is not 
guilty. Com- 
mentators (almost all of them white) have 
said that Blacks and whites are perceiv- 
ing this case across canyonesque racial 
divide. And, inmany ways, they are right 

The differences between how whites 
and Blacks perceive this case were in 
evidence in several days last week. And 
they were best placed in evidence by two 
Black-men -- Christopher Darden for the 
prosecution, and Johnny Cochran by the 
defense 

These two men, both trained’ legal 
scholars, were attempting to present 
their radically different perspectives on 
the evidence in this case in an ap- 
propriate legal fashion, But they actually 
spoke, on a subterranean level, to the 
powerful emotions and archetypes which 
flood the memory of whites and Blacks in 
America. Those emotions color are dif- 
ferent views of the case, because they 
color how we view the evidence. They 
are, in a phrase, “Othello and the Scot. 
tsboro boys;" 

Othello, you may recall, was the tragic 
hero of one of William Shakespeare's

greatest play, an African Moor who was 
marned-to-the-beautitut 2 ~samntly 
Desdemona. He is convinced of her in 


fidelity by lago -- a white man wt 
jealous of Othello's powers and pbsition 
-- and; once convinced, Othello murders 
Desdemon 

Othello was written 400 years ago, but 
the issues of race, and class, and 
power, and lust -- are as current as the 
daily newspapers, In many ways, the 
play almost 
mirrors the ra- 
cial fears and 


biases that 
confront many 
woh te 


Americans: the view of the Black man as 
a virile, potent force; the white woman as 
perfect and desirable; and the end of that 
tragic relationship -- death and destruc 
tion 

No matter how powerful or influential 
Othello was, he w till a Black man 
And that fact unalterably aff how he 
would be perceived by the w 

In history, Othello has maintained its 
power. Paul Robeson in the 1920s was 
one of the few Blacks ever to play the 
role; even in recent years, Sir Laurence 
Olivier played the cole, in blackface, in a 
movie. Interracial romance, after all 
remains a taboo, even when viewed 
across the chasm of 400 years and 
another culture. 

To Darden, O.J, Simpson-was-a ven 
geful, abusive husband who was jealous 
of his wife for her independence and 
growing strength. Nicole Simpson; on 
the other hand, was young and pretty 
when she was discovered by O.J., and

Businessman Jim Garland dead at 76

James L: (Jim) Garland, 76, president 
of American United Machinery Corpora- 
tion (AUMC) of Columbus, died suddenly 
Monday, Jan. 30, Garland was stricken 
with a massive heart attack at 9:00 a.m 
as he sat behind the wheel of his car at 

a traffic light-at-the intersection of Brice 
Road and Tussing. 

Garland and his brother, Bill, were 
Widely known throughout greater Colum- 
bus as the founders and operators of a 
highly successful industrial equipment 
brokerage enterprise that evolved into a 
significant player in international trade, 
doing business with major multinational 
corporations on. the continents of 
Europe; Africa and Asia. » 


At the time of Jim Garland's death, he 
and his brother were engaged in finaliz- 
ing a multimillion dollar project to build 
and operate elecyic power generating 
plants in the Republic of Pakistan 
AUMC is to be an equal partner in the 
joint venture, along with multinational 
corporate interests in Hong Kong, Rome. 
and Karachi, Pakistan. Within the past 
two weeks, Bill Garland participated in an 
elaborate groundbreaking ceremony for 
the first of the power plants, which are to 
be builtin the Sindh Province of Pakistan. 
Pakistani Prime Minister Benazir Bhutto 
attended the groundbreaking along with

lead defense attorney Robert 
Shapiro that Simpson was napping 
when.the murders dccurred, 

Cochran's statements were in- 
terrupted by prosecutors’ objec- 
tions that he illegally mentioned the 
names of witnesses and presented 
evidence unfamiliar to the prosecu- 
tion. Los Angeles Superior Court 
Judge Lance Ito reprimanded the 
defense, instructed the jury to dis- 
regard the illegal evidence and, in 
a highly unprecedented move, al- 
lowed the prosecution to present a 
10-minute rebuttal to the defense’s 
opening statements. 

During the rebuttal, Clark at- 
tempted to tear down the credibility 
of Mary Anne Gerchas, a defense 
witness who says she saw four 
men leaving the crime scene'the 
night the murders were committed, 
She also showed outtakes from an 
exercise video Simpson made 
weeks before the murders that dis- 
putes the defense's claims that 
Simpson's arthritic condition 
restricts his movement. 

The trial, which finally got under- 
way on Jan. 31 with the calling of 
the first witnesses, is expected to 
last six months to a year.

side, J.L. Garland successfully liq- 
uidated equipment from a factory 
being phased out by Jeffrey 
Manufacturing Company, one of 
the area's biggest industrial firms 
and progenitor to Worthington In- 
dustries 

With the Jeffrey liquidating suc- 
cess under their belt, the Garlands 
went on to earn an international 
reputation as brokers of heavy in- 
dustrial and business equipment of 
Virtually any type or description. 
After their father's death, the two 
Garland brothers continued to build 
the business, completing 
numerous pioneering ventures 
abroad, including several that 
opened new avenues of interna- 
tional trade for African American 
entrepreneurs, 

“We learned early on from our 
father that the only boundaries that 
can hold you back are those that 
you accept,” Bill Garland said. 
“Jim and | were taught to believe 
that the world was our 
marketplace, and we have carried 
that belief with us in all of our sub- 
sequent endeavors." 

As ‘Garlands’ business 
enterprises grew and diversified, 
the brothers’ contrasting per- 
sonalities cast them into com- 
plementary roles, with Bill as the 


gregarious, outgoing salesman 
and negotiator, and Jim as the quiet 
manager who maintained the daily 
operations and saw to the minute 
details that assured the business 
could fulfill its obligations. 

A close friend and associate of 
the brothers described Jim and Bill 
Garland as being “like Mr. Inside 
and Mr. Outside in the backfield of 
a football team: Bill is the guy with 
the flashy moves who makes the 
big plays that draw the oooohs and 
ahhhs of the crowd, but Jim was the 
steady fullback who got the key 
blocks and the first downs that 
made the whole thing work." 

In addition to his brother, Bill, 
Jim Gariand is survived by sister- 
in-law, Sylvia; nephews Karl F. 
(Rachel) Smith, Stephen (Karyn) 
Garland, Dr. James L. (Patricia)

has been of the GOP's “contract with America", 
and especially one part of that political document -- the 
balanced budget amendment 

Under the balanced budget’ amendment, Congress 
would be prohibited, by the year 2002, from appropriating 
more federal dollars than the nation takes in in taxes. 

The notion is simplé, Since families must balance their 
own budgets, the proponents argue, why can't the nation? 
But the dangers are extraordinary, 

First, the proponents of the balanced budget amend- 
ment make no distinction between a family’s current ex- 
penses (which includes the’carrying costs of its long-term 
debt) and the long-term debt itself. After all, no family buys 
a house, and few buy cars, out of their funds they take in 
each year: they make those purchases and finance their 
debt 

The state government does much the same thing: for 
example, Ohio's biennial operating budget of more than 
$30 billion does not include the costs of construction, 
which are paid for through bonded indebtedness 

The federal government does not operate in that 
fashion. Therefore, il is unfair to compare state govern- 
mént budgets -- most of which must be balanced -- with 
the federal budget 

At the same time, we believe thal the balanced budget 
push obscures a far more important reality: that it is 
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another strategy to significantly reduce the ability of 
government to address the pressing needs the nation 
has. = 

After all, in récessionary. periods, it has long been 
argued that the government has a role to play in helping 
to expand the economy. Programs such as food stamps,“ 
unemployment, and welfare not only provide significant 
protection to the nation's poorest citizens: they also pump 
dollars into the economy and help ease the pain of 
recession, 

But the imposition of a balanced budget amendment 
would undoubtedly cripple the government's ability to step 
in to ‘meet the needs of those dislocated by economic 
prablems. 

The imposition of & balanced budget amendment 
would also require massive cuts in existing programs, 
further ripping the decayed and fraying "safety net" for 
those who are poorest in our society. After all, those who 
are promoting the balanced budgel amendment are also 
generally pushing cuts in programs such as funding for 
housing, education, and human services, 

We believe that there is a need for fiscal responsibility. 
At the same time, we believe that Democrats are correct 
when they argue that the advocates of the balanced 
budget amendment should tell the American people what 
they intand to cut in order to achieve a balanced budget. 


The governor’s message 


Voinovich sounded the themes which he apparently 

sees as his legacy to the Ohio voters: transformation 
of the state’s educational system, and reducing the cost, 
and impact, of dependency by comprehensive welfare 
reform. 

The governor made a number of other specific 
proposals, including a constitutional amendment reinstat- » 
ing the penny-per-can pop tax to help finance local 
stadium construction; consider an income tax cut if the, 
state's finances continue to improve; maintain $838 million 
in surpluses in the state's "rainy day" account; and taking 
authority over the state's workers’ compensation program 
away from the. independent board that now runs it and 
making it a part of the governor's cabinet. 

But the major focuses were clearly education and 
welfare reform. And there the governor made a number~ 
of proposals-which will have an extraordinary impact on 
the State's operations -- and the lives of Ohio's citizens. 

Jn the area of welfare reform, it has been a poorly-kept 
secret that the governor intended to eliminate the state's 
general assistance program, which provides $100 a 
month, six months per year, to about 90,000 Ohioans, The 
governor finally announced that plan in his speech. 

Bul that was not the extent of the governor's plans. The 
governor is planning to expand the state’s “workfare" 
efforts, in part by requiring each welfare recipient to sign 
a "contract" to enroll in a job training program. 

in the area of education, the governor proposed giving 
"marginally fewer doliars® to the state's wealthiest districts, 
in order to provide increased funding to the state's poorest 
districts; develop a pilot program for vouchers for public 
school education; and backed a constitutional amendment 
which would put $1 billion over the next 10 years into 
construction and repair of local schools. 

The govemor's focus is clear: on the need to eliminate 
dependency, and promote workforce skills development 
through reform of education. But while the focus is posi- 
tive, we have some questions about the implementation 

We have already expressed our concem about the 
elimination of genéral assistance, We believe that such a 
proposal punishes those who are the poorest in Ohio 
sociely, and gives them no meaningful alternatives, Whal

will this group of UNemployed people do? Al a time when 
the state has such a significant surplus, there is no 
pressing need for the elimination of the program except 
ideology. 

We believe that it is wise for the state to focus its 
attention on changing the culture of dependency that 
many welfare recipients have, and on encouraging work, 
rather than welfare, as a way of lite. At the same time, we 
believe it is important to recognize that there are factors 
larger than individdal idleness that cause our nation’s 
welfare dilamma. We can only expect to improve the 
problem of welfare dependency if we increase the number 
of jobs available to thousands of low-skilled Ohioans. 

We also have some concerns about the governor's 
enthusiasm for school vouchers. The governor's plan, 
called the "Ohio Scholarship Plan", would allow a limited 
number of parents in cértain pilot districts to receive 
$2,500 per child to send their children to certain private 
schools 

We recognize that the issue of vouchers |s not racial in 
nature; after all, Cleveland city councilwoman Fannie 
Lewis has been an outspoken advocate for vouchers, 
expressing her concern regarding the quality of the 
Cleveland public schools and hoping that the state will 
help fund alternatives for poor inner-city parents. 

At the same time, we are concerned that the hope 
embodied in the voucher movement not become a cruel 
hoax for many parents, as private schools who do not face 
the mandates to educate all children may practice “cream- 
ing" of only the brightest children while leaving the rest of 
the children to fend for themselves in the public schools. 
In that environment, many inner-city children could be 
worse off -- unable to get into the private schools, but 
deprived of the additional dollars which were being 
siphoned off by the parents with children in the private 
schools, 

The governor's programs have been presented in a 
manner that is full of optimism and hope, Because of their 
importance, and the impact they will have on so many 
lives, we believe they should be subjected to strong, 


‘bipartisan perusal, and we are looking forward to that 


debate in the legislature in the upcoming weeks. 


Montgomery is right 


hio Attorney General Betty Montgomery, in 

one of her first official acts since assuming office, 

has announced her intention to continue her 
office's appeal of a Common Pleas Court ruling that would 
reinstate Asian Indians to the list of minority groups eligible 
for stale certification and participation in minority set-aside 
programs 


We applaud this decision by the Attorney General, as 
it recognizes that Asian Indians were not intended to be 
beneficiaries of the original legislation, Likewise, it would 
be a disservice to Blacks and other groups to continue to 
expand the number-of ethnic and groups who are eligible 
for participation in this important program. 


‘White in Whitehall?’ | 


he arrest and beating of prominent Columbus 

attomey Robin Stith has a familiar ring to it, In 

the Black community, we are not unfamiliar with 
the allegation of police brutality; it has been a shared 
experience among all stations of Black society over the 
years. 
But the site of the incident was, in this case, a little 
different: the police 6f Whitehall, rather than those of 
Columbus, were the ones accused by Stith and her attor- 
ney, John Waddy, of violating Ms. Stith’s rights and police 
brutality 

At the same time, the story remains the same, "A Black 
flerson driving a late-model, expensive car, is stopped on 
the street for & questionable cause. The city attorney for 
Whitehall, Dennis Fennessey, said there had been some 
*buspicious activity’; in the past, many white police officers 
Nave Viewed merety the presence of a Black person iran 
expensive car aS “suspicious” enough to warrant some 
investigation " 
* Also questionable was the behavior of the Whitehall 
oily attorney. Fennessey sent a letter to the Columbus Bar 
Association accusing Stith of conduct in violation of the 
bar's rules of conduct 
But we have to wonder, is this a standard procedure in 

Whitehall? Does every attorney who gets stopped by 


police -- for example, ona drunken driving arrest -- receive 
similar treatment by Fennessey and the city of Whitehall? 
Or is this special treatment for a special circumstance? 

We do not know how the Incident will be resolved. We 
are willing to avoid a rush to judgement, and let the court 
sysiem do its job. At the same time, the incident in 
Whitehall is not the first questionable incident in the 
Columbus suburbs. Several years ago; the arrest of a 
Black man in Reynoldsburg revealed the existence of what 
the Reynoldsburg officers called "SNAT” -- "special nigger 
attack team.“ 

Despite’the fact that an increasing number of Blacks 
are moving to the suburbs of Columbus ~ or maybe 
because of it -- it appears there may be some foRs who 
resent the presence of Blacks. And the danger is that, 
when those folks have the authority of a badge, or the 
‘complicity-and-support-of officiat authority; they are able 
to inflict tremendous damage on law-abiding citizens who 
happen to be a color that they do not particularly like. 

John Waddy, the attorney for Stith, said of the incident, 
“they want to keep the ‘White’ in ‘Whitehall’." Certainly we 
will have to see whether that characterization reflects 
reality. It is impossible to judge at this point. 

At the same time, we recognize the pattern, And the 
pattern, sadly, seems to fit again. 
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The unheard voices 


When John Kasich brought his 
“balanced-budget-and-restructuring- 
government-traveling-medicine-dog 
-and-pony-show" to Columbus 
recéntly, he was able to convene a 
thousand people -- mostof the white 
and middle- class -- toadiscuss the 
issues of confronting Ohio and the 
nation regarding the size and cost of 
government. 

Kasich took official testimony from 
14.witnesses. The witnesses were 
hand-picked. The first two, Gov. 
George Voinovich and'Columbus mayor Greg Lashut- 
ka, have been leaders in the movement to eliminate 
unfunded mandates. The first non-celebrity witness, 
Sandra Rechseit, is the executive director of United 
We Stand-Ohio, the group created by Ross Perot, and 
noted on her application to speak her ideas about 
limiting congressional legislation to one single item as 
a means of cutting government spending (although, in 
fairness, she did not list that affiliation on her request 
to testify). 

Another of the witnesses noted how she had already 
written @ Jetter to Cong. David Hobson outlining her 
concerns regarding the waste in government agencies, 

Another of the witnesses was a member of the 
"True-Blue Patriots," a conservative group in South- 
western Ohio which was instrumental in garnering 
support for the Republican candidates in congres- 
sional elections in that area. 

Among the 14 main speakers, 13 were white. They 
generally fooused on the need for welfare reform; 
eliminating or reducing foreign aid; and cutting 
programs or agencies such as the Department of 
Education, the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development, the National Endowment for the Arts and 
the National Endowment for the Humanities, and other 
programs which have been the bane of conservative 
groups generally, although some also took on farm 
subsidies, including subsidies for tobacco. 

lf you went to the hearing, and heard the testimony, 
and believed that this was representative of the senti- 
ments of the nation (or even Columbus, Ohio), you 
would probably conclude that the American people are 
almost-unanimously in favor of the massive slashing 
of the federal government. 

“We are going to have a balanced budget amend- 
ment pass the house, pass the senate, and be ratified 
by the.states," Kasich said to massive applause from. 
the almost-all-white audience. 

But the hearing reflected a certain sensibility. The 
voices that were heard, after all, were those of white, 
middle-class, generally-conservative voters. \ They 
had a clear perspective, and agenda. From their 
perspective -- as, in Kasich’s words, “the people who 
pay the bills" -- they wanted to see certain programs 
ended. 

But there were voices which were unheard, And 
those voices are Americans, and Ohioans, too. 

Margaret Willis is well-known to Cong. Kasich. She 
has, for the last quarter-century, been president of the 
Ohio Welfare Rights Organization, and an advocate for 
those on welfare. In her written testimony -- which she 
did not get to present orally in any setting in the hearing: 
while Kasich sent microphones out into the audience 
to elicit comments, Willis was studiously avoided -- she 
referred to herself as "a mother of some unemployed 
young men," 

But in the discussion of budget cuts, Willis had 
something important to say: “when you talk about

George Bush's son was involved in the 
collapse of the Silverado bank in Colorado, which was 
part of the $500 billion debacle in the savings and loan 
industry. ‘ 

We have heard, in recent years, much from the 
“religious right", which has trumpeted its support for 
“family values" and placed God himself on ‘the 
Republican National Committee. Recently, the head of 
the "Christian Coalition,” a group formed by Rev. Pat 
Robertson to promote the religious right’s political 
agenda, endorsed the Republican Congress'.“Contract 
with America.” 

But Raymond Blanks, Director of Public Policy for 
the Ohio Council of Churches, represents the “religious 
un-right." He didn't get a chance to speak, either. But 
his written comments had something to say, 

Blanks’ testimony expressed concem about “that 
other America" that is not covered under the terms of 
the contract, “who feel excluded and violated by the 
contents of the contract." 

“The contract focuses too little attention on the 
people afflicted in the area of Appalachia, the destitute 
of the ‘Over the Rhine’ region of Cincinnati, or the 
désperate of the Hough district in Cleveland, or the 
dislocated of the depressed Southeastem section of 
the state,” Blanks wrote, testifying that he was speak- 
Ing as “a voice for the hopeless and often forgotten.” 

Blanks wanted to remind Kasich and the Republican 
legialators that “America’s people did not vote for a 
callous government but a changed government, a 


jovernment capable of caring and concerned about all — 


the people.” 

Blanks said that the Ohio Council of Churches 
expressed its concern that the reduction of $60 billion 
in federal dollars going directly to low-income families 
in the next four years -- a reduction which is clearly 
being talked about in Washington -- “will only increase 
despair and produce serious social consequences and 
create chaos for many communities.” 

When the Congress was reshaped in November, 
much was made of the massive shift in control. “The 
people have spoken," the nation heard; and the idea 
was that they had spoken with one voice. 

But the Republicans control only 234 of the 435 
seats in the Hause, and 54 of the 100 seats in the 
Senate. While more than 50 percent of the people 
have cast their lot with a certain style and focus of 
government, there are those who did not necessarily 
agree. 

And while their votes may not always be counted, 
their voices should, at least, be heard.

SJ: “The film does not tell you what to 
think. It portrays a complex reality. It's about 
the complex relationship between sports and 
inner-city America." 

C&P: Does the film draw the'conclusion 
that college sports exploit inner-city youths? 

SJ: “Exploitation goes on at every level, 
collegiate, high school, even the professional 
level. However, if you were to ask William and 
Arthur if they were glad to have gone through 
the ‘sports machine’ they would say yes be- 
cause they got scholarships to college 

C&P: What are some alternatives thal can 
be provided to youths besides dreams of 
making it in the NBA since that’s such a long 
shot? 

SJ. "I don't think we should tell kids not to 
dream ot anything because dreams are short 
in supply in the inner city, But we do have to 
go abowt the business of finding more oppor- 
tunities for inner city youths*® in education and 
business fields: “ — 

C&P: Any closing thoughts? 

SJ: "With this film, a lot has been made of 
its success.

Johnny Cochran reminded all

on Fuhrman's intense hatred of irt 
terracial relationships; he charged 
thal the L.A. police and the 
prosecutor's office had engaged in 
a “rush to judgment" which unfairly 


caught an innocent man in its 
wake J 

And he presented almost a 
point-by-point repudiation of. the 
government's case. He noted that 


Nicole Simpson had blood under 
bec iad swhickdid not match 
her's, ara fatfaw victim 


Roh Goldman's type (a fact which, 
Cochran noted, was conveniently 
not mentioned by the prosecutor's 
office) 

He noted that one witness who 
could have helped Simpson's 
defense was put off by the police -- 
specifically, Mark Fuhrman 

He argued that other witnesses 
would say that, at the time the mur- 
ders were allegedly occuring, they 
did not hear any outcries or 
violence -- although they passed 
the site of the murders, 

He asserted that the coroner's 
office's sloppy handling of the 
autopsy, and the police's sloppy 
handling of the crime site, calls into 
question the evidence they have 
gathered pointing toward 
Simpson's guilt 

And, he directly hit at the notion 
that Simpson was insanely jealous 
of Nicole's freedom, and that 
Nicole was attempting to sever her
